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Response to Arguments 
Applicant's argument that Ma *919 fails to disclose reading a level value of a second 
phase comparison signal when a level of the first phase comparison signal is substantially zero is 
not persuasive because Ma's disclosure of obtaining a difference between the phase comparison 
signals reads on the claimed limitation. Ma reads the phase comparison signals at all values for 
the phase comparison signals, which includes when one of the values is substantially zero. Ma 
measures the two phase comparison signals depending on the received signals from the disc, 
regardless of their values. These values are part of the method of detecting the radial tilt, since 
they are subtracted from one another to then subsequently give the tilt amount.
